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Victim of brutal attack suffered 85 separate injuries 

SADISTIC KILLER 
GETS 18 YEARS

A SADISTIC murderer has 
been locked up for at least 18 
years after deliberately mak¬ 
ing his victim suffer by inflict¬ 
ing 85 injuries. 

Drunken Daniel Jones attacked 
Paul Tompkins - a vulnerable former 
mental health patient - with his fists, 
feet and weapons. 

The 34-year-old used a knife, scissors, table 
fork, even a stereo system and pieces of a table 
to inflict wounds to the head, face and chest 
of the 59-year-old, who was murdered in his 
Stourbridge home, Wolverhampton Crown 
Court was told. 

Judge James Bur- 
bidge QC told Jones: 
“This was a prolonged 
attack of exceptional 
brutality causing pain 
and suffering. You left 
him with many injuries 
that caused his death. 

“You were drinking 
together and after some 
hours something caused 
you to turn against 
him. What that spark 
was we will never know 
because he is dead and 
you now say you cannot recall the cause.” 

In the onslaught against Mr Tompkins, who 
lived alone in a ground floor flat in Forge Road, 
Wollaston, every rib bar one on the left side of 
his body was fractured. 

Throttle 

The victim’s neck showed signs of an attempt 
to throttle him with a length of cable, while de¬ 
fence injuries to his arms showed how he strug¬ 
gled to fend off the blows. 

On New Year’s Day a couple in the flat above 
the home of Mr Tompkins heard Jones shout: 
‘Where is it? If you don’t give it to me I will kill 
you’. There were crashing and banging sounds. 

Before Jones left his victim dead or dying, he 
reached across the body to unplug and steal a 
new flat screen TV. Jones sold the TV for £30 
but was arrested the same day following a call 
to police from a man to whom the murderer had 
confessed. 

Judge Burbidge said: “It was as callous an act 
as there might be. He was dying and you took 
what appears to be the only valuable possession 
he had.” 

Mr Michael Burrows, defending, said Jones 
was “horrified and ashamed” by what he did, 
adding: “He was plainly affected by drink and 
has no clear recollection.”

THE hard work has just started for the cam¬ 
paigners who have been handed the lease for 
Dudley Hippodrome. 

The priority for the campaign group, who 
have taken over the Castle Hill landmark, is 
to tackle asbestos inside the former theatre 
and bingo hall. 

Dudley Council have handed the keys to 
the building over to campaigners to help their 
plan to rejuvenate the site. 

Chairman of the Friends of Dudley Hippo¬ 
drome said the first move will be to get asbes¬ 
tos down to ‘a safe level’. 


It was revealed last week that a group fight¬ 
ing to save the iconic venue had been given a 
five-year lease by Dudley Council to reopen it. 

That was cause for celebration as the keys 
to the building were handed to Black Coun¬ 
try Hippodrome Ltd. But lots more work is 
needed to get the theatre back up and run¬ 
ning, campaigners have admitted. 

Gordon Downing, chairman of the Friends 
of Dudley Hippodrome, said: “It’s certainly a 
big move forward but obviously there are still 
one or two hurdles for us to get over. 

“When we get the keys the first major prob¬ 


lem is going to be dealing with all the asbes¬ 
tos and the first of our fundraising will go 
towards doing that. 

“We would love money to come forward 
from anywhere, now we’re going to take con¬ 
trol of the building. 

“Once we’ve got the asbestos to a safe level 
then we’ll need to get someone in to give us a 
full assessment of the building from an expert 
point of view. That will give us more of an 
idea of the fundraising required.” 

Council chiefs had plans to demolish the 
building but these have now been shelved. 


RESCUE 

Attemped murder 
charge after blaze 

HERO neighbours saved a woman and her 
daughter from a burning house in Cradley 
after hearing cries for help. 

Jodie Gair, aged 26, was in the property 
alongside her six-year-old daughter when 
the blaze broke out in Chapelhouse Lane 
in the early hours of June 3. 

Daniel Watkins, 34, of Smiths Close, 
Alcester, has appeared before Dudley 
Magistrates charged with two counts of at¬ 
tempted murder in connection with the fire. 
He was remanded in custody to appear at 
Wolverhampton Crown Court on July 4.

Population rising 
by 1,000 per year 

THE population of Dudley is set to in¬ 
crease by more than 20,000 over the 
next two decades - a rise of nearly 
1,000 people per year. 

New figures show the population will 
rise by 6.6 per cent to 338,000 by 2039. 
But that increase prediction is the low¬ 
est in the West Midlands. 

Neighbouring Sandwell is set to see 
its population rocket by more than 
50,000 over the next two decades, pil¬ 
ing pressure on homes, schools and 
hospitals. 


VANDALISM 

Beacon bike ban to 
protect beauty spot 

A CAMPAIGN to stop motorbikes from rid¬ 
ing over beauty spot Sedgley Beacon has 
taken a step forward after campaigners 
drew up plans to install fencing. 

Community campaigner Damien 
Corfield, of Sedgley, says verbal agree¬ 
ments have been made with Dudley Coun¬ 
cil to install the structures which will help to 
block access by motorbikes. 

Residents have complained of anti-so¬ 
cial behaviour from people riding the bikes 
and ripping up grass. 

West Midlands Police say officers have 
regularly received complaints concerning 
anti-social use of off-road motorbikes.

AN abandoned snake has charmed staff 
at a reptile rescue centre. 

Gizmo, a young corn snake, was left 
in box at the gates of the Sedgley sanc¬ 
tuary and staff are keen to return it to 
its owner. 

“The note on the box said it was found 
in Smethwick but it didn’t say where¬ 
abouts or in what circumstances,” said 
Amy Taranaski, centre co-ordinator. 

“We don’t know how long it’s been 
missing - they can get by for quite a 
while.” 

Gizmo has now been given accommo¬ 
dation at the rescue centre, along with 


more than 250 other homeless snakes, 
lizards, turtles and terrapins. 

Amy said many of their reptile resi¬ 
dents were corn snakes as they have 
a reputation as making perfect ‘first 
snakes’. 

She describes Gizmo as a juvenile, not 
more than a couple of years old with a 
placid temperament, and showing no 
signs of being ill-treated. 

“He’s not underweight, with no cuts 
or bruises, and is very friendly,” she 
said. “He may have escaped from his en¬ 
closure. A few do slide out through the 
hole in the box where the heating cables 


come through, and sometimes their 
owners don’t quite shut the doors to the 
enclosure properly.” 

Terrapins also take up a lot of the ac¬ 
commodation at the rescue centre. Amy 
said: “People get them when they’re 
babies because they’re about the size of 
a 50p piece and look very cute but they 
can grow to the size of a dinner plate 
and that’s when their owners can decide 
they don’t want them any more.”

Hotel chain makes its 
new plans crystal clear 


A HOTEL complex could be built 
on an historic former glassworks 
site next to the Black Country 
Living Museum. 

Proposals for a Travelodge in Tipton 
Road have been lodged with Dudley Coun¬ 
cil. 

The 78-bed four-stotry hotel is ear¬ 
marked for the former Royal Brierley 
Crystal factory site. It would house 72 car 
parking spaces, three motorcycle spaces 
and eight bicycle parking bays. 

The factory was demolished in 2011 and 
the northern part of the site has been rede¬ 
veloped for The Dudley Archive and Local 
History Centre. 

Dudley Council’s regeneration boss 
Councillor Khurshid Ahmed welcomed the 
hotel scheme. He said: “Any investment 
and any opportunity for increased tourism 
is going to boost the economy of Dudley. 

“That’s what our emphasis is and hope¬ 
fully with the metro link coming as well 
more and more tourists will be coming 
here. 

“We don’t want people just to come for 
one day - but for a weekend or a whole 
week and take advantage of the full experi¬ 
ence Dudley has to offer. 

“Anything like this is welcome and won¬ 
derful for Dudley. Hopefully we’ll be able to 
help and support as much as we can. 

Suited 

“Obviously it will also create jobs and 
that’s also got to be good news.” 

A design and access statement submitted 
as part of the planning application states: 
“The site is particularly suited to hotel de¬ 
velopment as a result of its location just to 
the north of the town centre, its accessi¬ 
bility and wider strategic location within 
Dudley. 

“Hotels are under represented within 
the area and this site provides an opportu¬ 
nity to deliver a new hotel that directly re¬ 
sponds to market requirements in Dudley. 

“The development will have a positive 
impact upon the local area.” 

The planning application concludes: 
“Overall the proposed development will 
deliver the redevelopment of a currently 
vacant site for a hotel use which is suita¬ 
ble, appropriate and viable in this location 
as part of the wider redevelopment of the 
area and will add to the offer of Dudley.” 


Council promise to clean up the cone

TREES and shrubs are growing 
from the brickwork of Black Coun¬ 
try landmark the Red House Glass 
Cone in Stourbridge. 

Dudley Council bosses have 
vowed to clean up the growth af¬ 
fecting the iconic structure as 
quickly as possible. 

Councillor Khurshid Ahmed, 
cabinet member for planning and 
economic development, said officers 
were aware of the problem and will 
be organising work to clean it up. 

He said: “Officers will be carry¬ 


ing out work in the next few weeks. 
The building is something we are 
proud of and we want to make sure 
it is looked after. 

Wordsley councillor Paul Broth- 
wood said: “With the new glass mu¬ 
seum opening we want Wordsley to 
look as smart as possible. It is an 
old building and it won’t be as sim¬ 
ple as brushing it as we don’t want 
to damage the structure.” 

The issue has been a common 
problem in recent years and a small 
tree growing out of the structure 


has previously been removed from 
the brickwork. 

The Red House Glass Cone was 
built at the end of the 18th century 
and used for manufacturing glass 
until 1936. 

Reaching 100 feet, glass cones 
were once commonplace in the 
Stourbridge area because of its 
glass industry. Today the cone at 
Wordsley is one of only four left in 
the United Kingdom. A new glass 
museum is set to open across the 
road from the site later this month. 


Missing dog 
walker, 80 , 
is found in 
the woods 

A MAN and his dog came to the rescue 
of an elderly dementia sufferer who was 
lost in Himley Wood, near Dudley, for 
more than five hours. 

Simon Whitehouse, a 46-year-old busi¬ 
nessman from Gornal, finished work at 
6pm and on his way home saw police of¬ 
ficers carrying out a search in the woods. 

Mr Whitehouse approached the of¬ 
ficers to find out they were looking for 
John Hickman, an 80-year-old dementia 
sufferer who had been reporting missing 
for several hours after leaving home to 
walk his dog. 

Mr Whitehouse returned with his 
cockapoo Charlie to resume searching. 

Mr Whitehouse said: “I know the area 
like the back of my hand, I walk the dog 
there most nights. By the time I went 
out looking again there was a police hel¬ 
icopter above looking for him as well. 

“After about half-an-hour Charlie led 
me to John’s location. He was sat down 
covered in blood, in a state of shock and 
he’d lost his shoe. He’d been gone for 
five-and-a-half hours and his dog never 
left his side.” 

Mr Whitehouse rang the police and 
kept the dementia sufferer in conversa¬ 
tion whilst waiting for them to arrive. 
He later went to visit Mr Hickman and 
his wife of 60 years, Mary, 78. 

She said: “He had to spend the night 
in hospital - the first thing he said to me 
when I saw him was ‘well that doesn’t 
butter any parsnips’. 

“I’m very grateful to Simon, out of 
what could have been a tragedy we’ve 
made a new friend.”

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Dismay as 
retail giant 
BHS set to 
disappear 

SHOPPERS came to pay their last re¬ 
spects to BHS after it was announced 
that all the group’s stores are closing 
with blame firmly being laid with for¬ 
mer owner Sir Phillip Green. 

It was confirmed last week that the 
High Street giant is to disappear with 
11,000 job losses nationwide. 

The company has been a fixture 
across the West Midlands with major 
stores in Wolverhampton, Walsall, 
Merry Hill, Telford and Birmingham. 

Former owner billionaire Sir P hilli p 
Green has been criticised for paying 
a £400 million dividend to his family 
from the business and for his manage¬ 
ment of the pension scheme. He will 
face questions from MPs. 

Councillor David Sparks, of Dud¬ 
ley Council, said: “BHS is one of the 
anchor stores in the Merry Hill shop¬ 
ping development so I would expect 
another major retailer will step in 
to take over that store. The collapse 
of BHS has to be investigated at the 
highest level.” 

In Wolverhampton, shoppers called 
the announcement ‘a real shame’. 
Tom Lennon, a 59-year-old self-em¬ 
ployed contractor from Brewood, 
pointed the finger of blame at Sir 
Phillip: “He has shown himself to be 
the unacceptable face of capitalism. 
The hundreds of millions he took out 
of the company could have been put 
back into revamping stores. Our high 
street is disappearing.” 

Debbie Addington, 57, from Cose- 
ley, said: “It is like what happened 
with Woolworths. You start to think 
about what we are left with.”

THE ‘world’ is invited to the funeral 
of Muhammad Ali - as boxing figures 
across the Black Country paid tribute 
to the ‘The Greatest’. 

A huge procession and funeral will 
be held in his home town of Louis¬ 
ville, Kentucky, tomorrow (Friday) to 
‘allow anyone that is there from the 
world to say goodbye’, his family says. 

Tributes have flooded in from 
around the world, including a eulogy 
from President Obama - and there 
have also been memories of his visits 
to the Black Country. 

Ali first came to the region in 1979 


and returned again in 1983, opening 
a car parts shop in Dudley, giving a 
speech at a Wolverhampton hotel and 
then visiting a fan’s house in Oxley - 
only to find he was on holiday! 

Ali Fever swept through the region 
with crowds following him wherever 
he went, including a ribbon-cutting 
at Buyrite Autoparts in Dudley and a 
visit to the Sheraton near Chapel Ash 
in Wolverhampton. Those who bore 
witness to the scenes and even got to 
speak to the great man described him 
as the playful, charismatic, charming, 
witty, humble and unpredictable. 


Businessman Terry Carvin from 
Buyrite Autoparts in Dudley said the 
boxer’s visit attracted 2,000 fans. The 
69-year-old said: “He was doing a lot 
of talking to the fans. He must have 
been there a good four hours.” 

Pat Smith, aged 60, of Oxley, recalls 
Ali visiting her auntie’s home nearby. 
Her father, Lesley Ward, had become 
a close friend of Ali and been to sev¬ 
eral of his fights. But on the day he 
visited, Les was in Australia on hol¬ 
iday - so had to speak with his hero 
over the phone instead.

Teenage mother shook 
her baby and then lied 


A TEENAGE mother who shook her 
baby so hard he had two bleeds on 
the brain has been spared prison. 

The 19-year-old ‘snapped’ when the 
three-month-old boy did not take an ear¬ 
ly morning feed, Wolverhampton Crown 
Court was told. 

“She asserts that he was not taking to his 
food well, was scratchy, irritable and not re¬ 
sponding - so she took hold of him under the 
armpit area and shook him with some force,” 
explained Mr Paul Spratt, prosecuting. 

The young Black Country woman - who is 
now 21 and cannot be named for legal reasons 
- was ‘riven with guilt’ but went back to bed 
and did not wake for five hours. The child was 
downstairs with her then boyfriend and did not 
appear unwell but became limp and unrespon¬ 
sive soon afterwards, continued the prosecutor. 

The child was taken to hospital where the 
mother lied to doctors about what had hap¬ 
pened. She did not admit the truth until three 
months later, the court heard. Initially she 
blamed her boyfriend and a two-year-old cousin 
for the injury, revealed Mr Spratt. 

Scans revealed the baby had two bleeds on 
the brain and also some bleeding behind the 
eyes. Experts agreed these were the result of 
shaking. There were no other injuries. 

Fits 

The boy had three small fits while in hos¬ 
pital after the January 7, 2014, incident but 
none since. Surgery was not required and he 
can recover naturally. There is a risk of him 
developing epilepsy or learning difficulties but 
currently no evidence of further problems. 

The boy is now in care with the mother, who 
had no previous convictions, allowed monthly 
supervised access. Her former boyfriend is 
serving a prison sentence after stabbing her. 

Mr Gurdeep Garcha, defending, said: “She 
was a very young mother effectively bringing 
up the baby as a single parent because her 
partner at the time was of little or no support. 
It was a difficult, abusive relationship. In the 
early morning she snapped after becoming 
frustrated and harmed a child to whom she 
was devoted. She cherished him and when she 
realised the enormity of what she had done, she 
lied. As a result of her wrongdoing she has lost 
him.” 

The mother admitted ill treating a child. She 
was given an 18 month jail term suspended 
under supervision for two years.

Brandon’s brother Mitch paid 
tribute to him on Facebook: “Mad 
how everyone pulls together at such 


a sad time. Rest in peace bro, know 
[you’re] looking down on us. 

“Hardly had any sleep, thank you 
for all the messages and support it 
helps a lot at a time like this. 

“Everyone and everything done to 
help is really appreciated and means 
a lot more than you can imagine, 
heartbreaking waking up with him 
not with his family but i know his 
looking down on us all.”

SINCLAIR McKay, author of a new book 
on the wartime codebreakers at Bletchley 
Park, claims that some locals, perplexed 
by the oddballs working at Bletchley, came 
to the conclusion that the place was a 
government-run psychiatric hospital. I can 
believe that. It was my privilege on two oc¬ 
casions to interview Professor Harry Hin- 
sley, one of the most remarkable Brits of 
the 20th century. The son of a Walsall coal 
merchant, he went to Cambridge and led 
Bletchley’s team who broke German naval 
codes.Hinsley recalled one expert whose 
daily routine was to take his after-dinner 
tea each evening while strolling by the 
park’s lake. When he finished his tea, he 
would toss the cup and saucer into the 
lake. Some were merely eccentric but he 
was literally crack-pot.

Scrutiny board call 
over school closure

DUDLEY Council’s Con¬ 
servative leader wants a 
scrutiny board to be set up 
following the decision to 
close Coseley School. 

Councillor Patrick Harley- 
said it was important to as¬ 
sess what went wrong with the 
Henne Drive school, which is 
set to close by August 2017. 

Addressing the council’s cabinet, 
Councillor Harley said: “I think 
what is important is where we go 
from here. There are clearly things 
that have been wrong with Coseley 
School for many years. 

“After being put in special meas¬ 
ures in 2013 it seems that problem 
after problem occurred. 

“The thing is that there are other 
schools in this borough that are in 
similar situations so I think to set 
up a scrutiny board to look at how 
did it go into special measures, why 
did it not recover and how to get a 
school back on the site as soon as 
possible would be good thing to do.” 

Phased 

The school will now undergo a 
phased closure over the next 12 
months. More than 250 people re¬ 
sponded to a consultation with 84 
per cent disagreeing with the clo¬ 
sure. 

Martin Duffield, a former Reli¬ 
gious Studies teacher at the school 
for 30 years, said: “The decision to 
close the school is absolutely awful. 

“Ultimately something should 
have been done when the school 
went into special measures, as why 
was it left so long before action was 
taken. I am hoping that if a scrutiny 
board is set up they can look into 
this more and take the relevant ac¬ 
tion.” 

The school is currently judged by 
Ofsted as ‘requiring improvement’. 

Last year pupils at the school 
achieved 31 per cent five A*-C 
GCSEs, including English and 
maths, placing it in the bottom 10 
per cent of schools in the country. 

Leisure facilities on the site are 
expected to remain open to the pub¬ 
lic following the closure. 


Two-year wait for eyesore wall repair]

A 12ft wall that collapsed two years ago has still not 
been rebuilt by council bosses - with piles of bricks and 
rubble blighting homes. 

The eyesore wall which backs onto Robert Mooney’s 
garden in Clyde Street, Old Hill, fell into nearby Stacey 
Close in June 2014. 

Orange barriers have remained in place since the col¬ 
lapse but Mr Mooney claims that despite several visits 
from council officers still nothing has been done. 

Mr Mooney, who has lived in the street for 15 years, 
said it had become a ‘hazard’ with the remainder of it 
about to fall at any time. He and neighbours have cam¬ 
paigned for the mess to be cleared. 

The council says the situation is complicated over land 
ownership. Mr Mooney, aged 53, said: “It collapsed into 
the garden of the first house in Stacey Close and the 
rest of what is left looks like it is about to fall at any¬ 


time. Council officers came out on several occasions and 
said it was structurally unsafe, but then they say they 
are always awaiting to get quotes for the cost of it to be 
repaired. 

“It is really worrying as this is a hazard that could fall 
at any time.” 

Councillor David Hosell, for Highways and Environ¬ 
ment said: “If the wall is unsafe then I would presume 
a council officer has looked at it and passed comment on 
it in the past. 

“If it is structurally unsafe then this is something that 
needs to be assessed.” 

Adrian Scarrott, director of Neighbourhood Services, 
said: “We are addressing this. 

“However it is a complicated situation involving land 
ownership and an old wall. We are doing what we can 
to sort it out.” 


Patientsare 
shocked by 
closure of 
GP surgery 

PATIENTS of a doctor’s surgery in 
Halesowen were surprised to find the 
practice closed without notice. 

The Coombs Wood Surgery, in 
Coombs Road, was taken over two 
years ago by Stourside Medical Prac¬ 
tice, which also oversees Halesowen 
Health Centre and Tenlands Road 
Surgery. 

Patients arriving for scheduled ap¬ 
pointments last Tuesday morning saw 
a letter stating the surgery was closed 
and had been repossessed. 

Stourside Medical Practice released 
a statement saying patients had still 
been able to keep their appointments 
and visit its remaining two sites, and 
future appointments had been allo¬ 
cated. 

It added: “We were surprised to find 
a note on the surgery door giving no 
notice of this closure. I would like to 
thank all of our patients for the way 
that they have responded. 

“We have facilitated all appoint¬ 
ments from our remaining two sites 
and have made sure future appoint¬ 
ments have also been re-allocated. 
We will continue to do this until the 
issues are resolved. 

Dudley Clinical Commissioning 
Group said it was working with the 
practice to find out what had hap¬ 
pened. Dan King, director of mem¬ 
bership and primary care for Dudley 
CCG, said: “We are working with the 
practice to understand what has hap¬ 
pened.”

Creatures come out of shell for summer

DUDLEY Zoo’s African spurred tor¬ 
toises have taken their first steps out¬ 
side this year. 

With the advent of the warmer 
weather, keepers have opened the 
door to their outdoor paddock, allow¬ 
ing them to nip outside and graze. 

Section leader Jay Haywood said: 
“The tortoises have been kept in their 
heated indoor quarters since October 
as they’re native to the southern 
fringes of the Sahara desert and hot 
dry grasslands, so don’t appreciate 
the cold weather. 

“Now we’re starting to see more 


warm sunshine it’s great weather for 
them to wander out and enjoy the out¬ 
doors as and when they please.” 

There are currently six African 
spurred tortoises - the third largest 
species. In November keepers gave 
them a treat and they will able to 
enjoy munching on grass and grated 
carrot packed inside plastic balls with 
holes in. 

A herbivorous species, the tortoises 
eat fruit, vegetables and pellet food as 
well as grass. They can weigh 105kg 
and live up to 80 years. In their native 
home, they are primarily most active 


during the rainy season in July to Oc¬ 
tober. They emerge from their bur¬ 
rows at dawn and dusk to forage for 
plants and grasses. With onset of the 
hot dry season, adult tortoises often 
retreat to their cool, moist burrows 
and become dormant. 

Young tortoise aestivate in the 
burrows of small mammals. This 
aestivation process is the opposite of 
hibernation. 

In the wild the species is declining 
rapidly due to habitat loss, capture 
for pet trade and hunting for food and 
body parts for traditional medicines.

A FUNDRAISING drive has been 
launched to secure a blue plaque 
honouring Dudley football icon 
Duncan Edwards. 

Dudley North MP Ian Austin and 
Councillor Dave Tyler are leading the 
campaign to have the plaque unveiledin 
memory of the Manchester United leg¬ 
end.

It is hoped the plaque 
will ready in time to be 
unveiled in October 
to coincide with what 
would have been the 
England star’s 80th 
birthday. 

Labour MP Mr Aus¬ 
tin has now issued a 
rallying cry to help 
them reach their tar¬ 
get. 

Mr Austin said: 
“Like anyone else from 
Dudley, I grew up with 
the name Duncan Ed¬ 
wards ringing in my ears. He’s a football legend 
and an inspiration to lots of people in Dudley so 
I’m working with Councillor Dave Tyler to get 
the blue plaque he deserves. 

“This memorial will be completely funded by 
the local community. Dave and I have kicked 
things off but we need your help.” 

A statue of Edwarrds already takes pride of 
place in the town centre and a major trunk road 
which passes the town also bears his name. 

Councillor Tyler, who represents Kingswin- 
ford and Wall Heath, said: “The only thing 
missing in memory of Duncan Edwards is a 
blue plaque. “We want to encourage people to 
donate whatever they can - we want to make it 
the people’s plaque for Duncan.”

Special times spent 
with ‘the Greatest’

CARL JACKSON talks to West 
Mid landers lucky enough to 
have met Muhammad AN and 
hear how he affected their lives 


HE hailed himself as ‘The Great¬ 
est’ who ‘shook up the world’. And 
those from the West Midlands who 
had the privilege to meet Muham¬ 
mad AN throughout his remarkable 
life have endorsed the claims made 
by the great man, who died last Fri¬ 
day. 

Boxing promoter Ron Gray, from Can¬ 
nock, got closer than most. In his own 
fighting days he featured on the under¬ 
card on both occasions Ali fought Henry 
Cooper - at Wembley in 1963 and in 1966 
at Highbury. 

He also met him numerous times afterwards 
throughout his promoting career. 

Loveable 

Mr Gray said: “When you ask people who 
the two most popular names are in the whole 
world they say Muhammad Ali and Nelson 
Mandela. They are both mentioned in the 
same breath. 

“I met him on several occasions. He was 
just a lovely, lovely man. Absolutely different 
to the way he was when he came out with his 
outbursts. He was a quiet person actually but 
so loveable with the press. You would ask him 
a question and get a half-an-hour answer. He 
was absolutely brilliant and marvellous for 
boxing. It is a terrible shame.” 

And yet Ron’s late brother Billy got to share 
a ring with the man who floated like a but¬ 
terfly and stung like a bee. In 1966 he was 
drafted in to spar with Ali as he prepared to 
fight Brian London. 

Paying tribute to his sibling after he lost his 
battle to cancer last year, Ron said at the time: 
“There seemed to be a link between our family 
and Ali. He’s competed over here three times 
and I boxed on two of those bills, while Billy 


sparred with him for his fight on the other. 

“He got the call to go down to the Thomas 
A Becket gym in London and spend two days 
with Ali, before he fought Brian London. The 
strange thing was I spent a month up in Black¬ 
pool sparring with Brian at the time. I joked 
with Billy that I was softening him up for Ali.” 

In 1979 Ali made his first visit to the Mid¬ 
lands. During which time he was presented a 
commemorative belt in Birmingham, which 
was later bought by advertising guru Trevor 
Beattie, once of Wolverhampton. 

But photobombing the handover was none 
other than Sir Lenny Henry who paid tribute 
to Ali calling him a ‘titan’ of boxing. 

Tony Wilson, 55 and from Wolverhampton, 
was another to meet the man formerly known 
as Cassius Clay when he came to England. 

Ali returned in 1983 stopping by at Wol¬ 
verhampton’s The Sheraton on Raglan Street 


among other fan-packed destinations in Bir¬ 
mingham, Dudley and Coventry. 

Mr Wilson, who was an amateur boxing 
champion at the time and now teaches at 
Arena Gym in Willenhall, said: “I was very 
sad to hear he passed away. I met him in 
Handsworth. He stopped and asked who we 
were and started shadow boxing with us in 
the street. It was one of the highlights of my 
life. I went to bed that night and couldn’t stop 
dreaming about it. He was very humble for 
what he achieved. If I can get a fighter with 
just a quarter of his skill I would consider my¬ 
self blessed.” 

Businessman Terry Carvin was able to get 
Ali to open his new firm Buyrite Autoparts in 
Dudley during the 1983 visit. 

Having met the boxer in America he agreed 
to pay him £3,000 to cut the ribbon at the un¬ 
veiling while more than 2,000 screaming fans 


packed Hah Street outside. The 69-year-old 
from Kingswinford, said: “You could see the 
early signs of his problems were there. I could 
see that. But he was still ah there and messing 
around sparring with people doing that sort of 
thing. He was doing a lot of talking to the fans. 
He must have been there a good four hours. 
A gypsy came in and forecast he was going to 
be shot. We’ve got a video of him saying ‘they 
tried to get me but nobody’s got me yet’.” 

Former boxer, Scott Murray, owner of Bar 
Sport in Cannock, has hosted some of boxing’s 
biggest ever names for after-dinner speeches 
at the venue’s Premier Suite lounge including 
the likes of Sugar Ray Leonard and Evander 
Holyfield. 

While Ali has never been there himself 
four of his opponents Henry Cooper, Earnie 
Shavers, George Chuvalo and Ken Norton are 
among a stellar list to have entertained audi¬ 
ences in Cannock. 

Mr Murray said: “They were ah in awe of 
him. He was just an inspiring character. A11 
the guys we have hosted who met him have 
said the same. A lot of them said he’s the rea¬ 
son they took up boxing. He was Sugar Ray 
Leonard’s hero. It’s tremendous the amount 
of influence he has. I never met him. I do have 
a load of his memorabilia though. It is very 
sad. He was the greatest boxer that ever lived 
I don’t think we’ll see anyone greater.” 

Ali, who was world heavyweight champion a 
record three times, was equally if not more fa¬ 
mous for his charm, wit, charisma, outrageous 
rhymes and outspoken views in projecting the 
Nation of Islam’s ideology. 

But his speed and flare in the ring defying 
the traditional attributes of a typical heavy¬ 
weight inspired generations of boxers, includ¬ 
ing those born well after he had hung up his 
gloves only to commence one of his biggest 
and most enduring battles - with Parkinson’s 
disease. 

Tanny Khan, manager at Merridale Boxing 
Club in Wolverhampton, said he still uses vid¬ 
eos of Ah to train upcoming fighters. 

He said: “We have got pictures of him all 
over the place. Whenever we go on trips we 
have his DVDs on and just go through with 
the boxers how he used to fight. He was a big 
inspiration.. There will never be another Mu- 
hammed Ah.”

Recycle plant plans lodged 


A RECYCLING plant has 
been planned on the site of a 
scrapyard in Brierley Hill. 

Proposals for the facility on the land 
of Hudsons of Dudley Ltd in Canal 
Street Works have been submitted to 
Sandwell Council. 

The plant will process up to 150,000 
tonnes of waste a year, according to 
planning documents. 

Materials including bricks, concrete 
and tiles will be recycled so they can be 
reused in the construction or civil en¬ 


gineering industries. Councillor Qadar 
Zada said he welcomed the application 
‘in principle’ - as long as does not have 
a negative impact on neighbouring 
businesess. 

The proposed plant would be in 
Councillor Zada’s ward - Netherton, 
Woodside and St Andrew’s. 

Safeguards 

He said: “I’m very much in favour of 
recycling in principle, but that cannot 
be to the detriment of neighbours. 

“As long as they make sure there are 


adequate safeguards in place then that 
will be helpful. I’m in favour of this as 
long as there’s no detrimental impact 
on the people directly neighbouring 
the business. But I would want assur¬ 
ances on that.” 

Access to the site will be off Canal 
Street, according to planning docu¬ 
ments. 

Developers S & R Utilities has made 
efforts to legislate against any poten¬ 
tial dust pollution or the ‘undesirable 
look of a waste site’ - including higher 
fences around the facility.

Unsightly waste mound 
begins to shrink at last

Park reopens after revamp 


A WASTE mountain that has 
dominated the skyline in 
Brierley Hill for seven years 
is gradually beginning to 
shrink. 

The Environment Agency has 
been working to clear the rubbish 
that piled up on the former Refuse 
Derived Fuel site and blighted the 
lives of residents in Moor Street. 

Diggers have been on site clawing 
away at the rubble, which includes 
bricks, wood, plastic and building ma¬ 
terial. 

The Agency took action as it be¬ 
lieved the rubbish posed a hazard to 
the public. Workers are around half 
way through the clean-up project 
which is expected to be completed in 
the autumn. 

The waste mountain, which once 
reached 40ft, became a nightmare 
for residents and led to a legal bat¬ 
tle over the former owners’ refusal 
to shift it. Company director Robert 
McNaughton even served jail term for 
failing to clean up. 

Now it appears the nightmare is 
coming to an end. 

Brierley Hill councillor Rachel 
Harris, who led the campaign for the 
rubbish to be removed, said she was 
delighted to finally see the rubbish pile 
reducing. 

She said: “It’s really clear that the 
owners have stuck to their agreement 
and things are progressing at the pace 
we expected them to. 

“We have won the battle and the 
rubbish is finally going.” 

It is hoped plans to build flats on the 
RDF site will be resurrected once the 
rubbish is cleared. A scheme to build 
two modern housing blocks contain¬ 
ing 94 flats were unveiled last year 
but stalled as a developer could not 
be attracted over fears they might be 
landed with the clean-up bill. 


A PARK in Stourbridge will be official¬ 
ly unveiled this weekend following the 
completion of a £3.1m raft of improve¬ 
ments. 

The revamped Mary Stevens Park 
will be open to the public for the first 
time tomorrow (Friday). 

The Mayor of Dudley, Councillor 
Mohammed Hanif, will recreate the 
Queen’s 1957 visit to the park by driv¬ 
ing through it in a vintage car. 

Grants from the Heritage Lottery 
Fund and the Big Lottery Fund made 


the restoration work possible. Im¬ 
provements have included work to the 
park gates, war memorial, bandstand 
and pool, as well as the creation of a 
new cafe and toilet facilities. 

Councillor Hilary Bills, cabinet 
member for environmental services, 
said: “I’m delighted that the park is to 
be fully open again.” 

A royal market and food fair runs 
from 2pm tomorrow until 5pom on 
Sunday and there will be a free to 
enter dog show on Saturday from 1pm.

She added: “Church Street has been 
subject to speeding cars and several 
cars being smashed into. It has left 
people fearing for their safety, espe¬ 
cially if they have children or are el¬ 
derly. 

“The road is narrow and tight and 
the one end has a one-way system 
from Long Lane and the other is two- 
way from Nimmings Road and that is 
where we have been pushing for the 
double yellow lines.” 

A one-way system was installed on 
Church Street in 2010. At the same 
time, the adjacent Green Lane has had 
thousands spent on safety measures.

Hospital 
dates are 
missed by 
thousands 


MORE than 1,500 people a month have 
missed an appointment with Dudley’s NHS 
Trust in the past year, new figures show. 

Every time a patient fails to turn up to an ap¬ 
pointment, it costs the hospital trust an average 
of around £70 and a total of 18,884 patients have 
missed outpatient appointments in the past 12 
months. 


Paula Clark, Chief Exec¬ 
utive of The Dudley Group 
NHS Foundation Trust, 
which runs Dudley’s Rus- 
sells Hall Hospital and the 
Guest Outpatient Centre as 
well as Corbett Outpatient 
Centre in Stourbridge, said: 
“When a patient doesn’t 
attend an appointment on 
the day, it’s too late to offer 
their slot to somebody else. 

“If patients can’t attend, 
it’s really important that 
they let us know so we can 
reschedule for another time 
and offer the slot to some¬ 
body else who needs it. 

Specialities 

“We are working hard 
with our patients to reduce 
the number of Did Not At¬ 
tends and have introduced a 
text message service which 
reminds patients a few days 
before they are due for an 
appointment. In a number 
of specialities we also use 
a booking system where 
patients choose an appoint¬ 
ment time and date conven¬ 
ient for them to avoid the 
need to rearrange at a later 
date.” 

A total of 4,836 people 
missed two appointments 
over the past year — 188 
more than the year before. 

However, there was a

slight decrease in people 
missing three appointments 
from 1,516 in 2014/15 to 
1,511 last year. 

Some 496 people missed 
five or more appointments 
over the past 12 months, up 
from 444 during 2014/15. 

These figures come as it 
was revealed last Septem¬ 
ber that patients failed to 
turn up to more than 14,000 
appointments at Dudley’s 
hospitals in just six months. 

Costs include the staffing 
resource wasted and the 
cost of additional letters 
and time taken to resched¬ 
ule missed slots. 

Between January 1 and 
December 31, 2014, a total 
of 40,719 appointments 
were also missed. 

The bill at Dudley Group 
comes as bosses work to bal¬ 
ance the books in the wake 
of funding cuts. 

Bosses have been re¬ 
viewing the positions of 
temporary staff, those on 
fixed-term contracts, and 
bank and agency workers. 

They have also been look¬ 
ing at reducing overtime 
and recruitment to non-clin- 
ical vacancies to claw back 
costs.

A NEW initiative will give carers of patients living with de¬ 
mentia and other long-term conditions the chance to visit 
loved ones in hospital at any time. 

The Dudley Group NHS Foundation Trust has launched 
the John’s Campaign as part of its plans to make the hos¬ 
pital more dementia friendly. 

The campaign was founded by Worcester-born author 
Nicci Gerrard, who was concerned by how restricted vis¬ 
iting times were when her father, Dr John Gerrard, spent 
time in hospital. 

It was launched with the introduction of carers’ pass¬ 
ports, which gave designated access to wards at any time. 

Dawn Wardell, chief nurse for trust, which runs Rus- 
sells Hall Hospital, said: “We have put many initiatives in 
place to support patients living with dementia. Supporting 
John’s Campaign with carers’ passports is another step to 
improving their experience in our care.”

Trams back in Brum city centre 



Trams return to the streets of Birmingham city centre after 63 years thanks to Midland Metro 


THE long-awaited Midland Metro scheme has finally 
hit the rails in Birmingham. 

The Metro’s city centre extension from Bull Street to 
Birmingham New Street and the Grand Central shop¬ 
ping centre began operating last week. 

It sees trams running through the heart of the city 
centre for the first time since they were withdrawn in 
1953. 

Councillor Richard Worrall, Metro lead member for 


the ITA’s transport delivery committee, which oversees 
Centro, said: “It’s wonderful to see the Metro running 
all the way between Wolverhampton and Birmingham 
New Street. 

“It’s obviously great news for Birmingham but also 
for the wider West Midlands. This extension is expected 
to create more than 1,300 sustainable new jobs and 
boost the regional economy by more than £50 million 
a year.” 


Pub bombinbs - new 
inquests after 42 years 


RELATIVES of Birmingham 
pub bombings victims have 
urged the killers to ‘come 
forward’ - after a coroner 
ruled there will be new in¬ 
quests into the 21 deaths. 

Senior coroner for Birmingham 
and Solihull Louise Hunt announced 
the decision after evidence emerged 
that police may have ignored tip-offs 


about the attacks that took place on 
November 21, 1974. 

Families of some of those killed 
in the blasts in the Mulberry Bush 
and Tavern In The Town pubs put 
forward a claim that the British 
state had knowledge of the attacks 
planned by the IRA. The coroner 
found the claim that police had been 
protecting a mole in the IRA cell was 
unfounded. 

But setting out the reasons for 


her ruling last Wednesday, Ms Hunt 
said there was evidence that West 
Midlands Police had missed two 
potential warnings of the attacks, 
including a comment made by men 
linked to the IRA that ‘Birmingham 
would be hit next week’. That over¬ 
heard conversation was reported to 
police on November 10, 1974. On the 
day of the attack, a second tip-off by 
a source was also not followed up, 
she added. 


Children can 
wait 200 days 
for mental 
health help 

SOME youngsters in the West 
Midlands referred for mental 
health support waited 200 days 
to be seen, a new report reveals. 

More than a quarter of chil¬ 
dren referred in England last 
year were sent away without 
help, including some who had at¬ 
tempted suicide, according to the 
review of mental health services 
by the Children’s Commissioner. 

This discovered 14 per cent of 
youngsters with life-threatening 
conditions were not allowed spe¬ 
cialist treatment. 

Even those with the most se¬ 
rious illnesses who did secure 
treatment faced lengthy delays, 
with an average waiting time of 
more than 100 days. 

Roulette 

Anne Longfield accused Child 
and Adolescent Mental Health 
Services, the NHS body respon¬ 
sible for young people’s mental 
health services, of ‘playing Rus¬ 
sian roulette’ with young lives. 

Average waiting times ranged 
from 14 days in a trust in north¬ 
west England to 200 days at one 
in the West Midlands. Around 28 
per cent of children referred for 
specialist mental health treat¬ 
ment last year were refused, 
mostly on the grounds that 
their illness was not yet serious 
enough to merit specialist help. 

Ms Longfield said: “Behind the 
stats are countless stories of chil¬ 
dren and young people in desper¬ 
ate circumstances not getting the 
vital support they need. 

Halesowen and Rowley Regis 
MP James Morris, who chairs 
the all-party group on mental 
health, said the problems have 
been ‘building up in the system 
for many years’ and called for a 
‘fundamental transformation’ of 
services.

Lending surge 
helps society 

SURGING home loan figures have helped 
push up profits in a strong year for the 
Black Country’s biggest building society. 

It also ended with the West Brom moving 
into its new home in West Bromwich 

The firm saw pre-tax profits rise by more 
than £1 million, up nine per cent to £13m in 
the year to the end of March. 

It was boosted by gross home mortgage 
lending, at £673 million, up by 51 per cent 
on the previous year. 

But chief executive Jonathan Westhoff 
made it clear the society was still keeping 
a tight grip on lending, ensuring that bor¬ 
rowers - particularly first time buyers - can 
keep up the payments. “It is no benefit to 
anybody to end up with a mortgage they 
may struggle to afford,” he said. 

The society has continued to strengthen 
its core finances and, despite continuing 
historic lows for interest rates, savings bal¬ 
ances grew by 10 per cent to £4.4bn. 


Football legend's daughter 
hits out at lack of action by FA 


THE daughter of Albion legend Jeff 
Astle says the way the Football As¬ 
sociation has dragged their heels 
over research into head injuries is 
‘inexcusable’. 

Nearly two years after Dawn Astle met FA 
representatives, the 48-year-old who lost her 
father to the consequences of heading footballs 
was this week due to meet Dr Charlotte Chaury, 
the FA’s new head of performance medicine. 

Ms Astle is hoping to finally get answers to the 
questions she gave to the FA in 2014 which they 
promised to pass on to football’s global govern¬ 
ing body Fifa. But she’s not optimistic after she 
received an FA response saying her questions 


would be sent to Fifa ‘imminently’, more than a 
year after she was told they would forward the 
request for an independent study. 

Indefensible 

“We’re nearly two years on from meeting the 
FA in August 2014, and we’re no further on 
in regards to the research,” said Ms Astle. “I 
thought that was inexcusable and indefensible. 
The lack of respect that showed to all those play¬ 
ers and families who have watched their loved 
ones stripped of all human nature was beyond 
words. I’m very frustrated, very tired, and sick 
of these empty gestures and excuses.” 

FA chairman Greg Dyke responded to Ms 
Astle this year with an apology after it emerged 


that four of the eight surviving players of Eng¬ 
land’s 1966 World Cup winning team are suffer¬ 
ing memory problems. 

The Astle family have been campaigning for 
research into head injuries in football since Jeff 
Astle’s death was judged to be as a result of 
heading heavy footballs. 

“I know the guidelines have been put in for 
head injuries but that’s not what this is about, 
it’s about long-term research,” she said. “Dad’s 
inquest was 14 years ago, the coroner said his 
job had killed him, we didn’t say it. Fourteen 
years, and none of those questions have been 
answered, it’s shocking. 

A spokesperson for the FA highlighted their 
new guidelines for head injuries released in No¬ 
vember 2015. 


5,200 total for 
asylum seekers 

THE West Midlands has the second high¬ 
est number of asylum seekers receiving 
support in the UK, according to figures. 

A total of 5,204 asylum seekers living in 
the West Midlands received help from the 
Government. 

The number was second only to the 
North West of England with 8,680 asylum 
seekers. 

Under Section 95 of the Immigration 
and Asylum Act 1999, asylum seekers can 
apply for accommodation and/or financial 
help for essential living costs while their 
application is decided. 

The finding comes after figures released 
last week showed that no Syrians were re¬ 
settled under the Government’s separate 
expanded resettlement scheme between 
October and March, aimed at taking in 
refugees from the five-year Syrian civil 
war.

Road congestion is 
costing £2bn a year 

CONGESTION costs the West Midlands £2 billion a year, a 
new report has claimed. 

More delivery vans on the road because of online shop¬ 
ping and Uber cabs have been blamed for exacerbating the 
problem by the Greener Journeys report. 

Centro is set to spend £150 million on buses in the region 
over the next five years providing cleaner buses, smartcard 
tickets and road changes to speed up journeys and make 
buses more reliable. 

But transport chiefs have warned congestion is hitting 
the bus sector hard with average speed in the busiest cities 
dropping to less than lOmph. 

Councillor John McNicholas, chairman of the Integrated 
Transport Authority’s Transport Delivery Committee, 
which oversees Centro, said: “Congestion stifles economic 
growth, pollutes our air and generally lowers the quality of 
life for the people of the West Midlands.”

Magical memories of an exciting 
childhood with an Italian flavour 


ALTHOUGH small in numbers, 
the Italians of Wolverhampton, 
Walsall and Birmingham made a 
significant contribution to the re¬ 
gion’s social and economic life. 

Their families arrived here from the 
late 19th century, when the economy 
in southern Italy collapsed and hun¬ 
dreds of thousands fled poverty. 

Most of them headed for the USA, but a 
few came to Britain. 

Prominent among those Italian Wulfruni- 
ans were the Marandolas and Leos, and 
Geoff Leo has written in with some of his 
memories of growing up in Wolverhampton. 

“Dad worked in the ice cream, Percy Leo 
and Sons, still trading, in Thomas Street. 
He was the eldest son, William, or Bill to 
his wife, and Our Willie to his sisters. Percy 
was really Pasquale, a first generation im¬ 
migrant from Italy who started the busi¬ 
ness before the Second World War from the 
front room of the family house in Graiseley 


MEMORY LANE

Street. “Grandad Leo died just before I was 
born, the year of the Queen’s accession, 
1952, and the year dad and his brother 
bought their first ice cream van. 

“Mum, Nan and Granddad, and Uncle 
Pat, whose family lived for a short while in 
the front room, were all from Reydon, Suf¬ 
folk; a village outside the seaside town of 
Southwold. 

“Dad was too young to serve when war 
broke out in 1939, but later joined the 
Army. His flat feet meant he was unable 
to march, so he was transferred from the 
infantry to the engineers and he became a 
specialist in bomb disposal. With the threat 
of invasion gone the British beaches which 
had been mined to defend against a German 
assault, now had to be cleared. Dad began in 
Norfolk, then commanded a party of Pris¬ 
oners of War to do the job further south. He 
met my mum, Edna, and they married in 


1946. Mum was only 18 and my big brother, 
Alan, was born the following year in Hurn 
Crag Road, Reydon. 

Moving to Wolverhampton, dad got him 
a job at the Star Aluminium, where he 
worked happily till his retirement. The best 
of my weekend friends was Tony Perry, 
who lived next door. 

Tony was a little older than me and an 
only child who has written extensively 
about our times together in his excellent 
historical work ‘Of The River People’. I re¬ 
call Saturday mornings best and our trips 
to the children’s matinee clubs at the ABC 
or Odeon picture houses. 

The Clifton, or “fleapit”, opposite the 
ABC didn’t cater for us and the Gaumont 
by the library appeared too posh for us 
kids. Ninepence was the cost of an excel¬ 
lent morning’s entertainment. There’d be a 
couple of Loony Toons cartoons, some Pearl 
&Dean commercials, then a cliff-hanger, 
maybe Flash Gordon or Zorro before the 
interval. 

With the usherettes busy dealing with 


queues of rowdy kids buying Kia Ora, But- 
terkist or a Jubbly, some of the more un¬ 
scrupulous of the children would let their 
mates in via the emergency exits. The man¬ 
ager then invited children onto stage if it 
was their birthday, or if they had created 
something at school. Once I won third place 
for a piece of embroidery (I had no shame). 
Only three had gone up on stage and my 
prize was a torch. 

During the main film the manager’s 
voice came over the speaker, “Will the boy 
who won the torch please stop shining it 
on the screen!” The main event could be 
swashbuckling pirates, gun toting cowboys, 
whooping Indians or ray gun firing space¬ 
men. 

We would leave the cinema galloping 
and tapping our bottoms and emitting all 
sorts of sounds to indicate galloping hooves, 
machine guns or skidding tyres, but would 
instantly have to quieten down to enter Be¬ 
atties.

Plea to find relatives 
of photographer Tom 


HE was the David Bailey of 
the beauty queen contest 
world, regularly travelling 
from the Black Country to 
snap seaside competitions in 
their 1960s heyday. 

Now author Ian Aitch is trying 
to trace relatives of Wednesbury 
photographer Tom Rose for a 
book and exhibition he is put¬ 
ting together about the history of 
beauty queens in Margate, Kent. 

He is hoping to find relatives of Mr 
Rose, a former secretary of Wednes¬ 
bury Photographic Club in the 1960s, 
who used to travel down to the seaside 
town to photograph the contestants 
every year. Ian said: “I am working 
on a project about history of beauty 
queens in Margate, which has sud¬ 
denly become a trendy place as of late. 
My project will be in partnership with 
Canterbury Christ Church University 
who have a big photographic archive. 

Journey 

“I am searching for living relations 
of a man who was secretary of the 
Wednesbury photographic club in the 
1960s. He was Tom Rose and born in 
around 1903. In the picture he was 63 
years old. 

“Apparently he travelled to Mar¬ 
gate each year to photograph beauty 
queens and I would love to see some 
of his work or find someone who can 
lead me further on my journey. He 
had been coming to Margate for the 
last 20 years before his picture was 
taken. By coincidence, there is also 
a beauty queen from Walsall, called 
Joan Sadler, who had a double win the 
following year in Margate. I would like 
to find out more about her too.” 

Ian, who is also an artist and jour¬ 
nalist and has written for national 
newspapers, says his ‘artistic social 
history project’ will celebrate the

rich cultural past of Margate and the 
surrounding area. “I have been over¬ 
whelmed by the generosity of beauty 
show contestants from the 1950s to 
the 1980s,” he said. 

“I’ve also been thankful for the help 
of their children and grandchildren.” 

Ian said he didn’t plan to record a 
history of beauty queens in Margate, 
but he started working on it after 
his previous project, called Cachet in 
Margate, he worked on in the seaside 
town. He said: “When I was working 
on my 2011 project Cachet in Margate

I found that every road led to a story 
about them. Cachet was a visual and 
oral history of subcultures in the town 
and I created work that was shown in 
Turner Contemporary, putting local 
mods, rockers, punks, skinheads and 
rockabillies on the walls of the gallery. 

“But as I sought out members of the 
public to speak to I often found myself 
speaking to a former Miss Westbrook 
or Miss Teen Queen.”

A SHOW of hands went up around 
the huge breakfast table next us, 
where 30 golfers, all matching 
chinos and club-branded sweat¬ 
ers, were sitting. 

‘That’s it then. We’re not playing,’ 
said a presidential-looking fellow, lay¬ 
ing his colossal umbrella alongside his 
chair. 

The vote was 21 to 9: the rain was ham¬ 
mering down and the majority did not want 
to play. Instead, half of them made a return 
visit to the breakfast buffet and the rest 
found some comfy sofas and Sunday news¬ 
papers and didn’t budge all morning. They 
looked secretly pleased the weather had 
turned for the worse. 

We were at The Bell at Bramshaw, a cosy, 
historic hotel in the New Forest which dates 
back to 1782. We’d headed South for an out- 
doorsy weekend - our first with a new baby 
in tow - and hadn’t banked on that morn¬ 
ing’s deluge. 

But as luck would have it, The Bell hap¬ 
pens to be one of the cosiest spots in Hamp¬ 
shire, so for several hours that Sunday, 
along with our golfing counterparts and a 
few friendly dogs - since they are welcomed 
inside too - we barely moved. It was just the 
rest we needed. 

It had been about 25 years since I’d vis¬ 
ited the New Forest, last going when I was 
10 years old on a family holiday. I won’t be 
leaving it as long next time. As soon as we 
came off the M27 and started driving along 
country roads, cutting through thick for¬ 
ests, the memories came flooding back and 
I was immediately reminded what a stun¬ 
ningly beautiful place it is. 

Thousands of wild ponies roam free, 
and we encountered about 15 meandering 
along the road before arriving at our desti¬ 
nation. The Bell is a great base from which 
to explore the area. It has 27 rooms, a large 
but cosy bar area with flagstone floors and 


plush sofas and a highly-regarded restau¬ 
rant. It’s also home to Hampshire’s oldest 
golf course. 

Situated just off the motorway, it’s only 
a two and a half hour drive from the West 
Midlands, and within easy reach of all the 
picture postcard towns and villages, seaside 
resorts and 200 square miles of forests and 
heathland. 

We got a warm welcome from the mo¬ 
ment we stepped through the door, and en¬ 
joyed a lunch of grilled chicken and bacon 
club sandwich and Lyburn cheddar cheese 
and tomato in the bar while sinking into a 
leather sofa. 

The Bell has five different types of room 
to suit a range of budgets. We were lucky 
enough to be staying in a ‘manor room’, a 
large bedroom with an additional seating 
area, with large windows bathing the room 
in light and giving us views of the garden. 
It was the kind of room you don’t want to 
leave, so we were almost glad when the rain 
gave us an excuse to stay inside and relax. 

Detour 

When it did subside, we took a short 
drive to a couple of nearby towns and vil¬ 
lages. Brockenhurst is 10 minutes down the 
road and a beautiful village with ponies and 
donkeys roaming the high street. As well as 
some great little independent shops, it has 
plenty of cosy cafes and welcoming pubs. 

And it’s also home to the famous ‘water 
splash’, a ford where dozens of animals 
often stop to take to drink, and the young 
villagers come out to play in during hot 
spells. 

A bit further away is Lyndhurst, the 
largest of the New Forest villages. It has 
a plethora of independent shops to mooch 
around and plenty of cafes, pubs and res¬ 
taurants to while away an afternoon in. The 
New Forest Visitor Centre is based there, 
which tells you all you need to know about 
the history of the area and has guides to dis¬ 
cover every inch of it. 

We drove to Blackwater Arboretum and 
headed off into the forest, our son strapped 
to my husband’s chest. The sunlight shone 
through the colossal trees, and because of

A Strange end to the 
season is in store 


ans of the Dark Knight have 
been rather spoiled this year as 
Bruce Wayne and his associates 
dominated the big and small screens. 

Obviously there’s little chance of the 
pointy eared sleuth showing up in 
Gotham: Wrath of the Villains as it 
takes place before Wayne donned that 
iconic cowl, but he did get the chance 
to clash with fellow superhero the Man 
of Steel in one of the year’s most 
talked about films. 

Okay, it may not been a flop of 
Batman and Robin-style proportions, 
but Warner Bros’ tentpole epic Batman 
vs Superman: Dawn of Justice 
received a savaging from many critics. 

Jessie Eisenberg’s cringeworthy 
performance as Lex Luthor, and 
Wonder Woman sat at a laptop 
watching trailers for other pending DC 
Comics-inspired movies such as 
Aquaman were two of the many 
problems that led to it underperforming 
with a $900million gross. 

Not a bad haul by anyone’s 
reckoning, but when you take into 
account the fact it cost $250million 
and needed to gross around 


$600milion to break even, Warner 
bosses were left green with envy 
when Captain America: Civil War 
(which had the same price tag) 
romped away with more than 
$1.1 billion. 

The clash between Marvel and DC 
movies has been going on for some 
years now, and for film fans 
sometimes proves more fascinating 
than the flicks themselves. 

However, on the small screen DC 
characters have a better footing with 
hits such as The Flash, Arrow, 
Supergirl, Legends of Tomorrow, and 
this Batman prequel leaving followers 
hungry for more. 

Naturally as this is the series finale, 
showrunner Bruno Heller has saved a 
chunk of change to ensure the latest 
run goes out with a bang. 

Trapped inside Professor Hugo 
Strange’s secret monster-making 
laboratory with a ticking bomb, 
detective Jim Gordon has to deal with 
a shape-shifting imposter, while Bruce 
Wayne and Lucius Fox have to 
contend with Edward Nygma, aka The 
Riddler. 


In case you’re wondering, that’s not 
the same Strange which will be played 
by Benedict Cumberbatch in 
upcoming movie Doctor Strange, but 
a character who has been around 
since 1940 and became one of the 
Dark Knight’s first recurring characters. 

TV fans may recall seeing him in 
excellent 1990s saga Batman: The 
Animated Series, and assorted other 
shows and video games before 
Jurassic World’s BD Wong took on the 
role in season two of Gotham. 

Wong made history as the first actor 
to play Strange in a live action 
capacity. Now, with director and star 
Ben Affleck lined up to make the next 
Batman movie, and the fact that many 
villains have been exploited in the 
nine Dark Knight movies to date (yes, 
that includes the 1966 camp classic 
and BVS: DOJ), Hugo stands a good 
chance of returning for Batfleck’s 
pending epic. 

For now, settle back and enjoy as 
Ben McKenzie (James Gordon), David 
Mazouz (Bruce Wayne), Cory Michael 
Smith (Edward ‘Riddler’ Nygma) and 
Jada Pinkett Smith (Fish Mooney) 
breathe life into Bob Kane’s universe.

ONE place that Walsall really lags 
behind on is its dining scene. 

Other than your usual smattering of 
chain eateries you are hard-pressed to 
find somewhere centrally that offers 
up that taste of difference. 

So when news filtered through that a new 
option was coming - and it would have the 
USP of Turkish food - the town really sat 
up and took notice. 

And having now experienced what Basil 
of Anatolia has to offer, let’s hope it is able 
to grow and thrive. 

From what we witnessed one cool Friday 
night they deserve to be able to capture 
their own corner of the market and make a 
real go of it. And in times of economic hard¬ 
ship it would be ace to have a success story 
to use as a proverbial two fingers to all the 
doom-mongerers and pessimistic bad news

merchants. Basil, as the place will from now 
on affectionately be called, has a central lo¬ 
cation, round the corner from the library, 
nestled on Freer Street. 

Of course the downside can be the dif¬ 
ficulty to park. But given most of the sur¬ 
rounding council-owned car parks are free 
after 6pm you can leave your vehicle in the 
one just off Lichfield Street and it’s only a 
short stroll away. 

It has a simple feel, yet is clean and 
strangely welcoming given the building is 
just a generic food space - it was Jenny’s 
Restaurant before if that jogs people’s 
memory. 

It wasn’t busy for a Friday night, sad to 
see given our earlier hopes that this will be 
a successful venture. Hopefully this was a 
glitch the evening we attended and that on 


a normal evening, the people of Walsall and 
beyond are more outgoing. 

With near enough the freedom of the 
venue we picked a table at the back to try 
and avoid the happy hubbub of a couple of 
larger groups sitting near the entrance. 

Conversation 

Everything felt clean and new. One nice 
touch was each table had the venue’s name 
and logo etched into them. 

We were approached quickly. Our server 
engaged us in conversation straight away. 
He asked whether we had eaten Turkish 
food before and our tastes when it came to 
spices. This is always helpful when trying 
somewhere new. 

We ordered, and were provided with gi- 
normous olives soaked in oils and soft, light 
chunks of bread that we probably shouldn’t 
have wolfed down so early if we had hoped 


to last three courses. For starters I had 
sucuk - a spicy Turkish sausage. The meat 
was soft and tender. My friend had the 
falafel - minced, deep fried balls of chick¬ 
peas, fresh vegetables, garlic and sesame 
seeds served with tangy chutney. 

When we dined the place had not yet re¬ 
ceived its alcohol license so was serving soft 
drinks only but that will change. 

For mains I opted for lamb beyti - lamb 
mincemeat with garlic and parsley on a 
skewer. 

My flatmate had the chicken shish, 
chunks of soft and tender chicken in a 
mildly spiced marinade . 

A second bowl of bread was also 
being wolfed down. This was proba¬ 
bly a bad idea, and meant we had no 
room to brave a dessert afterwards. 
Lovely food and people, so come on people 
give it a try.

Seat more 
exclusive 
than Italian 
dream car

You’d better move fast if you want one of 
these. The Mii by Mango Limited Edition is 
exactly that: its exclusive Oryx pearl white 
paint, special plum-finished 15-inch alloy 
wheels, plum upholstery and matching trim 
accents inside and out are only being brought 
to the UK 125 times. 

Just 20 are so far in the country and registered to 
customers. That’s right; the Mii by Mango L.E. is rarer 
than most Ferraris. 

It’s based on the excellent standard car, with the margin¬ 
ally pokier 74bhp 1.0-litre three-cylinder engine. It still uses 
low-friction tyres like the standard car, and it’s no heavier. 
The Mango is all about adding style rather than mechanical 
upgrades. 

The standard Mii by Mango falls a bit flat in the style 
stakes, but the ‘Velvet’ purple-on-white of the L.E. works a 
treat. It’s much more noticeable, different and, with so few in 
the country, much more exclusive. You wouldn’t want to pull 
up at the traffic lights next to another one, now would you? 

Seat holds its hands up and openly admits the Mango is 
aimed at women; young women with at least one and a half 
eyes on the fashion industry. 

But in fairness there’s nothing about the design, colours, 
shape or driving experience that would put men off, except 
maybe the Mango badges, but then again, there’s such a 
thing as a Mango Man department these days. 

It’s always amazing how much room the Mii platform, 
along with its Citigo and Up triplets, gives to both passen¬ 
gers and luggage. Two people can pack a week’s luggage 
into the boot if they’ve got a good record on Tetris, and four 
adults can sit back in comfort in the five-door cabin. 

It’s a little Tardis, this car, especially as a five-door. 

A dinky 35-litre fuel tank isn’t going to get you very far, in 
theory, but the reality kicks that fear square in the baby-mak¬ 
er. It’s easy to top 60mpg in the real world, and on one trip in 
the test car, we even saw just over 70mpg. Treat it right and 
you’ll reach 400 miles per tank. 

Sweeter 

Having driven three of these supposedly mechanically 
identical cars lately, some seem sweeter than others. The 
tester here is a gem, responding quickly and pulling strong¬ 
ly (for a one-litre), with no rattles, squeaks or knocks from 
the suspension. The thrummy three-cylinder engine does 
sterling work and zings its way up to 70mph much more 
speedily than its figures would suggest. The five-speed 
gearbox does mean the car is calmest below 50mph and 
gets a bit rowdy at 70mph, but at least this one has (option¬ 
al) cruise control. 

It turns with a little more dynamism than the standard 
Mii thanks to the larger wheels and lower-profile tyres that, 
nonetheless, don’t compromise the ride quality. If there’s a 
perfect chassis configuration for this car, the Mango L.E. has 
it. As for the seats, they are all perfectly comfy for journeys 
up to 50 or 60 miles, but are a bit too soft for real long-dis¬ 
tance work. 

If you can even get hold of one, given that they’re so few 
in number, the base price of a shade under £12,000 means 
value depends on what you compare it to. It’s £800 cheaper 
than a pre-options Fiat 500 Lounge equipped with the for¬ 
gettable 1.2-litre 68bhp four-cylinder engine, and more than 
£2,100 cheaper than the same 500 with the characterful 
84bhp TwinAir motor. On that comparison, the Mango L.E. 
looks like superb value. 

Women are the main target, and with only 100 or so of 
these yet to be sold, the only customers will be the quick 
ones. Young drivers will love its combination of zesty joie 
de vivre and stylish add-ons, but that’s not to say it wouldn’t 
make a superb second car for a family. It’s efficient, quirky 
and very likeable. Frankly it’s one of the best Mii/Citigo/Up 
variants yet built. 

This car summed up in a single word: Catwalk-ready 

If this car was a: model it would have emerged unexpect¬ 
edly from nowhere to get everyone’s heads turning

You’re looking at one of the most impres¬ 
sive ways to arrive anywhere in town on four 
wheels; in a coupe with spaceship looks and 
in near silence. 

The new Lexus RC 300h has lines to stop onlook¬ 
ers in their tracks and an electric motor to drive it 
short urban distances with only the hum of the tyres 
intruding gently. 

Those glamour looks and stealth approach have conse¬ 
quences, though. Of which more later. 

For the moment, let’;s look around this beautifully crafted 
coupe from the posh Toyota offshoot that regularly bounces 
against the top of the customer satisfaction ratings. 

Just slipping into the softly leathered interior of the 300h 
makes the world feel a better place. 

Spread out ahead of you are buttons and dials that might 
have come from a watchmaker’s workroom and the sort of 
fit and finish you might imagine a junior Bentley trying to 
match - if there was one. 

Add this five star interior to an outside that seems to have 
been hewn from a block of solid steel by a magical warrior 
wielding a micro-honed sword and the £34,995 asking price 
actually seems modest. 

Especially when you consider that not only does the 300h 
have a 2.5 litre petrol engine but an electric motor too. To¬ 
gether, they produce a total of 220 horsepower and in town 
the car will drive short distances on electrical energy alone. 

The usefully low combined 113g/km exhaust emissions 
- a product of that underbonnet cleverness - means the tax- 
man won’t trouble you in year one, and then for a mere £30 
thereafter. The 17 per cent BIK rating makes this a formida¬ 
bly affordable car for business use too. 

The battery does, however, add weight to a car that was 
not a lightweight to start with. So the performance figures 
(118mph and 0-62mph in 8.6 seconds) are very far from 
sporting. 

A similarly priced and diesel powered BMW 4 Series 
coupe will feel far faster, be only a little dearer for business 
use but look much thirstier on paper - although much more 
likely to approach its theoretical economy than the Lexus. 

It won’t have the quietness of the Lexus, though, or feel as 
cossetting inside, or be nearly as well equipped as standard 
either. BMW options list are famously long - and tempting.

THEY say age is just a num¬ 
ber and that certainly proved 
to be the case as walking 
football took over Molineux 
recently. 

Over the past few years the sport 
has become a big hit, with thou¬ 
sands across the country rediscov¬ 
ering their love for the beautiful 
game thanks to the slowed-down 
version. 

At Wolves, competitors well into 
their 80s lived the dream by playing 
on the hallowed turf in a six-team 
competition. 

The teams involved - Bert Williams 
Old Boys, Blakenall Bashers, DudCel, 
GetSet2Go, Pete Clarke Wolves and 
Platty’s Pensioners - played in a six- 
a-side round-robin format, each game 
lasting 10 minutes. 

Unlike the traditional points sys¬ 
tem, teams were awarded five for a 
win, three for a draw and one for a 
defeat, and, after more than two hours 
of competition, Bert Williams Old Boys 
were crowned champions after going 
through the tournament unbeaten and 
picking up 21 points. 

The event, organised by Black Coun-

try In Motion, was part of the annual 
Wolves Community Trust Project Day. 

Rachel Smith, sports activator for 
Black Country In Motion, said: “The 
players spent two hours on the pitch as 
part of the Wolves Community Trust 
Project Day. 

“The atmosphere was great, of 
course it always helps when the sun 
is shining but it was really good to be 
involved with. The project day is an 
annual event and walking football is 
growing all of the time.” 

She added: “There was somebody 
who was 86 who played (Dennis 
Whistance from Bentley, who turned 
out for Pete Clarke Wolves). I think it 
was a lifelong ambition of his to play at 
Molineux as well. 

“It is a great sport, especially for 


those who didn t think they would be 
able to carry on playing after their 40s 
or 50s. All in all, it was a really good 
day.” 

Walking football was first developed 
by Chesterfield FC’s Community Trust 
in 2011 to keep over-50s on the pitch. 

In the five years since, it has grown 
at an incredible rate and there are 
now more than 400 teams around 
the country. Based on the traditional 
game, walking football has specific 
rules which sees a free-kick awarded to 
the other side for running, while there 
is no offside rule and slide tackles are 
banned. 

Substitutions are roll-on, roll-off, 
and the ball must remain below hip 
height. It was originally played with¬ 
out any goalkeepers but the likes of 
64-year-old Stourbridge man John 
Cattermole and Tony Spruce, 73, were 
between the sticks for Bert Williams 
Old Boys and Blakenall Bashers re¬ 
spectively at Molineux. 

There are plans to have another 
walking football competition at Mo¬ 
lineux next year.

THE funeral takes place next 
week of Stourbridge snooker 
stalwart Frank Golding. 

Followers of the sport will be sad¬ 
dened to hear of Mr Golding’s death, 
on Saturday, May 21, following a long 
and brave battle against cancer. He 
was 82. 

Mr Golding, of Kinver Constitutional Club, will 
be laid to rest at Cole Street Methodist Church, 
Netherton, on Monday June 13. The funeral 
cortege is scheduled to pause outside the club 
around midday. 

He began to play for Old Hill Conservative 
Club in the Stourbridge & District Snooker 
League in the early 1960s, along with his life-long 
friend, Ron Smith. They had a season playing for 
Kingswinford British Legion, then, having to 
miss a season in accordance with league rules at 
that time, switched to Kingswinford Conserva¬ 
tive Club. 

They began to play for Kinver in the newly 
opened snooker room there in the early 1970s 
but while Smith continues to represent the club 
with great success, Mr Golding’s illness forced 
him to stand down from the team just over three 
years ago. He was a very good player, having 
most wins in the top division on one occasion, a 
great achievement considering the quality of the 
leading players some 36 years ago. 

Whilst he achieved a great deal at snooker, he 
will also be remembered for his success as a local 
cricketer. They met at Dudley Grammar School, 
and Mr Golding was asked to play for Dudley 3rd 
XI by the school’s New Zealand cricket coach, Bill 
Bennett, in 1950, aged 16. Having taken seven 
wickets on his debut, Mr Golding played for the 
2nd XI the following week, taking six wickets, 
and was promoted to the first XI the next week, 
where he stayed, opening the bowling for the 
next 24 years. He resisted the call to represent 
the county for £7 per week, in summer months 
only, to concentrate on his business activities. 
After reaching the age of 40, Mr Golding then 
played for Enville Cricket Club, serving them 
with distinction for more than 20 years. 

The league extends its deepest sympathies 
to Mr Golding’s family and friends which in¬ 
clude the members of the Kinver Constitutional 
snooker teams.
